The bulletin ran as follows: “It has 
come to the notice of this depart- 
ment that some garages, filling sta- 
tions and other places where com- 
pletely denatured alcohol is sold as 
a non-freezing agent, have diluted the 
product before its delivery to the con- 
sumer, This is not only a fraud upon 
the public, but is contrary to the in- 
tent of the regulations. .Such com- 
pletely denatured alcohol is manutac- 
tured, branded, labelled and sold un- 
der regulations prescribed by the bu- 
reau and must reach the purchaser 
in the exact condition as when pro- 
duced under government supervision 
at a duly registered denaturing plant.” 

Mr. Wright explained that this 
bulletin was issued purely as a pro- 
tection to purchasers of denatured 
alcohol so as to insure their getting 
full strength and not a weakened 
product.

Boa Vista, Fordlandia, Brazil, No- 
vember 6.—Natural conditions at Boa 
Vista, the economic and social condi- 
tions of Brazil, and the Ford method, 
niust supply the answer to the query: 
Can Henry Ford successfully produce 
rubber on a large scale on his 4,000,- 
000-acre plantation on the Tapajos 
river? 

Observations and facts—not con- 
clusions—are here presented. 


I went far into the jungle, beyond 
the broken roads and trails on the 
Ford plantation. 

E. Oxholm, general manager, and 
his trail man. Joac. the latter armed | 
with a tercado—cilled machete iv 
Spanish—and I went up the long hill 
past the hospital unit of the planta- 
tion under construction, followed the 
road into the forest for another mile, 
then broke into the virgin jungle, Joao 
hacking the vines and underbrush to 
make a trail. 

There must be good human stuff 
in a man who can swing-a tercado 
through dense vines and brush, so 
dense that most of the time one can- | 
not see daylight 20 feet ahead, and | 
clear a trail so rapidly that two white 


men following puffed mightily to keep | 


the pace. 

We worked our way through this | 
dense growth. During the entire 
tour we walked beneath great trees, 
apparently growing as close together as 
they could crowd. We were not in 
open sunshine once until we returned 
to the road and clearing at the point 
where entered. We saw trees frequent- 
lv of 10 to 15 feet girth, and reaching 
to a height of 100 feet. Everything 
was Jush, full-leaved, richly green.

Hirohito Reaches Nagoya 
En Route to Kyoto for 
Enthronement. 


Tokyo, November 6.—(4)—Emperor 
Hirohito arrived at Nagoya at 3:40 p. 
m. today completing two-thirds of his 
imper:al progress to Kyoto for his en- 
thronement as the 124th imperial ruler 
of Japan. The main ceremony will be 
held on Saturday. After resting at the 
detached palace in Nagoya, the em- 
peror and Empress Nagako will con- 
tinue their journey tomorrow. 

The emperor traveled from Tokyo 
over a railroad line carefully patrolled 
by police, members of the army reserve 
and railway employees. At every sta- 
tio» a2 company of troops was on duty 
as a safeguard. Every foot of track 
over which he passed was under care- 
ful observation. 

Other trains which passed over the 
same line in either direction were un- 
der close watch throughout the jour- 
ney. Police and detectives in force 
rode on each one to make sure that no 
suspicious person should be in a posi- 
tion to harm the sovereign. 

It was estimated that at least 75,- 
000 men, soldiers, reservists, police 
and railroad workers, were charged 
with the duty of making the emperor’s 
progress safe. 

The imperial train consisted of 11 
cars. Three of them were state 
coaches, one for the emperor, one for 
the Empress Nagako and one for the 
Kashikodokoro, ark of the sacred mir- 
ror. The imperial coaches were of 
tich lacquered wood of a warm ches- 
nut color. They bore the imperial 
crest, the sixteen petaled chrysanthe- 
mum, in gold placques on either side. 

The emperor's car is divided into 
sitting room, rest room. and wash 
room. Rich carpets of light blue cover 
the floors while the walls and ceilings 
are resplendent with beautiful Nishi- 
jin brocades. 

Two cars of the train carried a spe- 
cial guard of police. The prime min- 
istes and other member of his‘ cabinet 
and officials of the imperial household 
were in another. One car was reserv- 
ed for princes of the blood«imperial 
and two others for court officials and 
attendants. In another car rode the 32 
Yase boys, the stalwart youths from 
the village of Yase, who by immemo- 
rial custom are the bearers of the 
Kashikodokoro in processions. 

The emperor began his westward 
progress with the rising of the sun, 
which is the national emblem of his 
country, Twenty thousand troops of 
the imperial bodyguard and the first 
division lined the short route along 
which he passed on going from Chi- 
vota castle, embodiment of the old 
Japan, to the modern Tokyo railroad 
station.

The rest of the conversation isn’t 
related, but the spirit of the exchange 
set the note for the never relaxed, 
purposeful exertion of the man and 
his growing and brilliant galaxy of 
supporters during the succeeding 
years. Hoover's cabinet service was to 
be made one constant, careful exhibi- 
tion of his fitness for the place; ac- 
complishment in public service—plus 
the clear advertisement of accomplish- 
ment—was the argument they sought 
to make to the nation, 

In some ways the personality of 
Herbert Hoover, with which the en- 
terprise had to do, was almost basic- 
ally unsuited for polities. Hitherto 


‘most American politicians have pos- 


sessed some of the gifts that go to- 
ward making actors successful. They 
are touched with what the psycholo- 
gist might call exhibitioniszm—they 
know how, almost subconsciously, to 
impress people, singly or in multitude, 
to charm people by their bering, their 
words and their gesture. 

Hoover did not and he does not. 
A man of no pretention, wedded to 
a simplicity that makes him even 
careful to use the shortest word, he 
could not at first make a platform 
speech unless seriously stirred. He 
could write well and turn:a striking 
phrase; he had a delightful sense of 
humor, but he did not much like a 
crowd. QOutside of an intellect ad- 
mittedly first class, and the_ stored 
memory of a lifetime of inveterate 
work, he had but one quality of im- 
portant political value. That was his 
capacity for assimilating the view- 
points of conflicting and competing 
groups and of puzzling out feasible 
compromises. The gift was akin to 
that ordinarily demonstrated by the 
legislator of long service and in com- 
bination with administrative experi- 
ence it took him a Jong way on the 
road that had been Jaid out.

Hoo- 
vers reputation was soon to be test- 


ed; the president literally used him 
as the shock troop leader to take up 
each of the harder points. 


Hoover’s long experience in organi- 
zation let him climb free almost in- 
stantly of the departmental routine 
that sometimes buries a cabinet of- 
ficer for the rest of his political life. 
He had his desk clear, and in a mat- 
ter of weeks was flitting genially from 
one conference to another. He work- 
ed out a well.defined method for such 
things. First there would be a pre- 
liminary Hoover investigation of the 
situation coming up, and then there 
would be some quiet and unnoted 
meetings with rties at interest and 
supposedly best informed. ‘This sec- 
ond stage was frequently around the 
Hoover dinner table—of which more 
later, for this dinner table business 
was a constantly working expedient 
of his cabinet life. And last there 
was a big conference, everybody talk- 
ing free, but underneath the surface 
invariably and always a complete Hoo- 
ver set program, working almost auto- 
matically out. as planned, 


Among the first gatherings of the 
kind was the unemployment confer- 
ence of 1921. Out of it emerged what 
were probably a set of palliatives; it 
apparently left Hoover imbued with 
a conviction or so as to economic 
trends and one hobby. The conviction 
was that wage levels for all classes of 
labor had been permanently boosted 
to a higher base; that it was the duty 
of management to accept the fact and 
to work out betterment in efficiency 
that would enable commodities—prod- 
ucts of labor—notwithstanding to be 
marketed at lower prices. The hobby 
arose from study of the concept that 
business activity must move in cycles, 
up and down, fluctuating in great 
waves from prosperity to depression. 
Never since then has there been a day 
when a Hoover led-committee of some 
kind has not been studying this wave 
theory and speculating on the re- 
sources of business, science and poli- 
ties which might be applied to level- 
ing out the curve. 

Somewhere in this thinking he de- 
veloped the idea of standardization, 
of a semi-national campaign to help 
along quantity production by getting 
users and makers of every industrial 
article to cut down the numbers of 
sizes, shapes and qualities of things 
made and kept in stock. Amazing sav- 
ings are claimed for this enterprise, en- 
thusiasts crediting it with some sub- 
stantial share of responsibility for 
American industrial prosperity in fol- 
lowing years. International trade pro- 
motion efforts normally within his de- 
partmental field got a new impetus, 
wid recent years have seen his organ- 
izations poking repeatedly into the 
wastes considered inevitable in modern 
distribution of goods through whole- 
sale and retail establishments. 

All was far from being rosy with 
the various Hoover forays into the 
political economy of the nation from 
'21 to ’24. In the case of the coal 
industry, riven by strife and strike, 
the conference methods scored some- 
thing close to failure. The repeated 
strikes broadened in 1922 to take in 
the railroad shop crafts; the situation 
revolving around cheap non-union coal 
production in the south and expensive 
coal production in the north could 
only wear itself out. 

In it finally Hoover's concern be- 
gan to be that of trying to help the 
general public while the locked forces 
played out. He rather successfully 
got non-union coal producers to hold 
down prices when the union strikes 
eliminated competition from union pro- 
ducers, although there was much row- 
ing in the attempt. He is at his best 
under pressure, in contests, and coal 
producers who agreed to sell for S35 
an ton when they could have taken $10 
learned something about that.

When the scandals of 1924, Teapot 
Dome and the other charges against 
his fellow cabinet members, Fall and 
Daugherty, broke, Secretary Hoover 
and his associates in administration 
stood back awhile. There was little 
else to do, exeept to fend off the at- 
tempts to muddy up their own rec- 
ords, until President Coolidge, trium- 
phantly elected, demonstrated that the 
country considered guilt in the mat- 
ter personal to individuals and not 
general to the republican party. The 
next three years gave Hoover oppor- 
tunity for appearing at his best, as 
disasters in the Mississippi valley and 
in Vermont brought his: out to or- 
ganize succor. Between whiles he 
had been tentatively putting together 
the elements of a policy that an elect- 
ed president might carry along. 

He drafted and presented a plan 
for making waterways a real asset 
to the country’s commerce, opening 
the Mississippi-Ohio-Missouri chan- 
nels, and adopted the scheme for a 
ship canal into the Great Lakes. Like 
everything else in politics that car- 
ried ang carries opposition as well as 
support, He early sought to bring 
about a compact between the seven 
states interested in the Colorado riv- 
er for use of its waters and a great 
scale development. One of them. 
Arizona, bucked out of alignment, and 
with a failure on local agreement na- 
tional dissensious quickly developed. 

He joined, to the hurt amazement 
of some of his old European asso- 
ciates, wholeheartedly in the demand 
of the Coolidge administration for col- 
lection of the war debts from allied 
nations to the full capacity of their 
payment, 

lt was a poor day at the commerce 
department when there was not a 
committee session or two for the secre- 
tary to attend, and a bad week when 
a new campaign was not initiated. 
All of it was accompanied by effec- 
tive publicity work. 

In the midst of the activity he in- 
spired and led, he dwelt the seven 
years and remained always the same 
person, outwardly impassive, unmoved, 
generally silent. Yet he is highly sen- 
sitive and almost uniquely aware of 
criticism. Application of attention to 
duties before @im is continual rather 
than intense. “Running organizations 
is almost a habit with him, and every 
Hoover machine had something of the 
Same characteristics. Somebody at 
the top would be responsible to him 
for its functioning, and then im it 
there would be a parallel machine, 
of functionaries almost casually re- 
porting to him personally on the quali- 
ties of the ostensible leaders. Ap- 
proachable by anybody, there is con- 
siderable doubt that anybody got aw- 
fully close to Herbert Hoover. The 
most intimate associates speak of “the 
chief” and have a little awe in the 
mention. Mostly every man who got 
an honor or a job from Herbert Hoo- 
ver had the clear notion that he had 
to make good or get out. It is an odd 
atmosphere in politics, but it has al- 
ways clung to the associations Hoo- 
ver built. 

As said before. the dinners repre- 
sented the conciliating element in tlie 
long campaign. ‘The Hoovers never 
dined alone, and frequently they dined 
with many, in a vogue somewhat re- 
moved from the formal. It was a 
heterogenous company that passed 
through the dining hall, and many of 
them Hoover, with the able aid of 
Mrs. Hoover, won.

50 newspapers. 

He maintained a home and office 
in New York city.

‘Severe earthquake shocks, lasting for 
more than three hours, indicating a 
|marked disturbance at a distance of 
7,000 miles were recorded about last 
midnight by the seismograph at 
| Georgetown university. 

Professor Torndorf, observer at the 
‘school, said that the record of the 


| earthquake was one of the heaviest

signs of the earthquake came to the 
seismograph needle at 11:25 p. m.

“In so far as contacts with Eu- 
rope are concerned, the Bahamas can 
claim a history matched by no other 
bit of American soil. It was on the 
eastern shore of ome of the ‘out is- 
lands’ that Columbus made his epo- 
chal land fall on October 12, 1492. 
Which of the Bahamas the great navi- 
gator first saw and touched has been 
the subject of controversy for cen- 
turies. The native name of the island 
was Guanahani, but this was lost. 
Cat Island was accepted as the land- 
ing place for a long time, and today 


_its eastermost extremity is named Co- 


lumbus Point. Later the claims of 
Watling Island or San Salvador were 
advanced. Grand Turk has also been 
put forward as the first bit of Amer- 
ican territory to fall under European 
eyes. Watling Island is considered 
to fit best the description of Colum- 
bus, who speaks of a lake at its cen- 
ter. 

“The Bahamas were fairly heavily 
populated by Carib Indians at the 
time of their discovery. When the 
Spaniards colonized? Cuba and other 
lands about the Spanish Main they 
took boatloads of the Bahama Caribs 
as slaves to work in mines and on 
plantations, and to dive for pearls. 
Within a generation or so the Ba- 
hamas became depopulated. For 
more than a century they were 
abandoned; then pirates took pos- 
session of some of the isles, nota- 
bly New Providence, and used them 
as bases for depredations against 
Spanish and other shipping. ~The 
pirates were finally run outeby the 
British in 1718. The first British 
settlement had been made about 1666 
from Bermuda.

Answer—It would be no surprise 
to learn that you already have tu- 
berculosis. When tuberculosis is win- 
ning the battle you have “consump- 
tion.” Did you get any instruction 
about physiology and hygiene in 
school? Or were you too smart for that 
stuff? “Consumption” is one of the 
least of the fates in store for you if 
you continue on your present course. 

Always It Itches. 

I have a breaking out on my 
foot that several doctors have 
failed to relieve. They all call it 
toe itch. It itehes terribly and 
breaks out with watery blisters 
and then dries up again. Have 
had it for two years on the sole 
of the foot. (M. E. R.) 

Answer—I do not know whether 
hookworm disease prevails in your 
section of Kentucky. The invasion of 
the skin of the feet by the larvae 
of hookworms (a risk one takes in 
going barefoot in places where the 
soil is polluted) is the cause of one 
type of toe itch, also called ground 
itch. Another type is due to a kind 
of ringworm infestation, often con- 
tracted by walking barefoot in bathing 
establishments, gymnasiums and the 
like, Still a third type is associated 
with simple excessive sweating. Your 
complaint would suggest the ringworm 
type of toe itch. However, the best 
all around remedy I[ can suggest is 
Whitefield’s ointment—this is not a 
proprietary preparation, but a formu- 
la the druggist must make up for 
you, as follows: 

Salicylic acid, 15 grains. 

* Benzoie acid, 30 grains. 
Petrolatum, 
Apply a little of the ointment once 

a day for a week or 10 days.

Hoover Favors Expenditures 
‘for Research——Noise One of 
Greatest Problems of Civiliza- 
tion.

In the days when federal govern- 
ment economies were receiving par- 
ticular attention, I was discussing 
the problem with Herbert Hoover, 
then secretary of commerce: 

“There is one place where it is not 
wise for the government to cut ex- 
penditures,” he declared. “That is in 
the department of research. We are 
spending $100,000,000 a year in goy- 
ernment research work now, and the 
amount should be® increased, if any- 


thing, not decreased.”’ 
Recently the question concerning 


how much industrial research work 
the government should do has come 
to the front. 

Dr. Harris E. Howe, member of} 
the national researeh council, believes 
that the tendency to expect the fed- 
eral governmert to carry on research 
work rather than to have it largely 
supported by the industries directly 
benefited tends to create objectionable 
bureaucracy and actually weaken the 
industry. 

The nex¢ few years should go a 
Jong way toward clearing up the 
proper division of research work he- 
tween the government on one hand 
and industry on the other. 


Professor W. A. Spooner, of Ox- 
ford university, wants the League of 
Nations to attack noise as a world 
problem. “Civilization,” he says, 
*has never before been confronted 
with such a malignant plague.” 

What can cities do about the prob- 
Jem of noise? America, with 86 cities 
of 100,000 population and over, prob- 
ably suffers more from noises of all 
kinds than the people of any other 
country. Transportation is blamed 
for 85 per cent of New York’s noise. 
How much the productivity. of the 
worker is affected by the amount of 
noise which consciously or uncon- 
asciously he endures is a grave ques- 
tion. 

A special investigation in New York 
shows that the motor trucks furnish 
40 per cent of the noise of its streets. 
The elevated ranks second with 25 
per cent; and the surface cars next 
with 20 per cent. All the rest of 
the street noises, including factory 
horns, fire engine gongs, riveting ma- 


chines, steam shovels, garbage and 
milk cans, about which there is far 
more complaint together make 
only 15 per cent of the total. 

It was also found ‘out that the 
night noises of New York are less 
tham one-third as bad as the noises of 
the day. The effect on the nerves 
of a person are just the same whether 
the noises are made during the day

the night when the noise victim 
fast asleep. 

Noise—most of it—is unnecessary.

He was held 
until daylight, when two of the trio 
continued taking supplies to their 
trapping ground. The third man was 
left to guard Klu-Tok. Four hours 
later the pair returned and found 
their companion dead and the native 
gone, , 

The Indian is known to possess a 
30-30 rifle, but to use a bow and ar- 
row for hunting purposes. A small 
dog is his constant companion as he 
travels through his “domain” by foot 
or in his kayak, or skin boat. 

Through some system unknown to 
officials Klu-Tok keeps in constant 
tonch with what occurs in the out- 
side country and seems to know when 
anyoue enters his district. Natives, 
m well as white men, fear and shun 
iim.

Soviet S tarts 
Twelfth Year 
Of Its Regime 


——— 


BY EUGENE LYONS,

Moscow, November 6.—The soviet 

union js celebrating the completion 
of the eleventh year of the bolshevik 
revolution. 

While the occasion is pale compared 
with the superlative pageantry of last 
year, when thousands of outsiders 
joined the Russians in celebrating a 
decade of soviet power, it dves not 
lack noise or color. 

The soviet capital is aflare with 
bgnners and bunting, and embroidered 
with slogans—vertical, horizontal and 
zigzag—calling upon the workers of 
the world to defend the first socialist 
country. Every city, town and village 
from the arctic tundras to the semi- 
tropical south is similarly decorated 
and festive. Effective nationwide 
celebration is one of the soviet accom- 


The Russians have ample cause to 
be thankful. They have come through 
smiling after a year more beset with 
hardships probably than any since the 
beginning of the reconstruction pe- 
riod. These hardships have by no 
means been entirely overcome. Bur 
there can be little question that the 
prophesies of disaster by pessimist» 
here—or by  anti-soviet optimists 
abroad—have failed. 

Pessimism here had plenty to feed 
upon during the eleventh year. <A 
series of events tried the mettle of the 
soviet leaders and the 
rank-and-file. Some of these were de- 
scribed in the foreign press avs 
“crises,” which was an exaggeration. 
But taken together they did serve te 
make the year one of the most diffi- 
cult since the revolution. These 
events may be summarized briefly: 

1. The final expulsion of the oppo 
sition elements. Even those he 
agreed completely upon the necessity 
of this “house cleaning” searcely en- 
joyed the process.@It meant a harsh 
severance with men and women whe 
ad been comrades and leaders.
